be the judges, and, I repeat, the final decision 
is already given and the contest is already 
over. President Grant decided that issue, 
and his last official declaration to Congress on 
the subject declared it a source of mortifica- 
tion that Congress had refused an appropria- 
tion he had in a special message requested in 
aid of the continued enforcement of the merit 
system, which he declared to have been bene- 
ficial. President Arthur, in each annual mes- 
sage after the Civil-Service act, reaffirmed 
that judgment of the Executive Department— 
a judgment which he declared expressed the 
view of every member of his Cabinet.

delivered his annual address, in which he brief- 
ly reviewed the progress of the association 
and the good it had already accomplished, 
Tbrough it a more thorough comprebension of 
the laws of commercial life was gained, which 
it was hoped would enable them to avoid many 
evils which past ignorance bad invited. The 
power and influence of credit were then dwelt 
on, pains being taken to distinguish between 
credit and capital. It was the function of 
credit to transfer capital, and to that subsidiary 
Office it was strictly limited. The many instru- 
ments of credit—bonds, notes, drafts, checks, 
and bills of exchange—were no absolute addi- 
tion to wealth; they merely served as evidence 
that the holder bad parted with some form of 
capital to another. The same was true of pa- 
per money, whether known as National-bank 
notes or greenbacks, both of which were obli- 
gations pure and simple. The failure to com- 
prehend this difference between the promise of 
a thing and the thing itself had given a piausi- 
ble character to the biatical arguments of 
the fiatists, and had induced legislative bodies 
to group together as equally proper objects of 
taxation things themselves and the promises 
or expectations of things. 

As bankers they were at once the recipients 
and dispensers of the power credit furnished. 
The aggregate of the liability of the banks of 
the United States, including savings and trust 


companies, was about $2,800,000,000. But they - 


also held claims against the people to the ex- 
tent of nearly $2,500,000,000. They held in 
United States bonds over 5500. 000. 000, and in 
other bonds and securities about $440,000,000. 
It was, therefore, wise to study the eanditions 
which favor the action of credit, that the dan- 
gers which naturally lie in its use might be 
comprehended. Among the important favor- 
ing conditions were: : 

First—A well conducted and orderly State, 
where life and property find safeguard under 
the faithful enforcement of law. 

Second—A general intelligence and a gener- 
ally developed moral sense sufficient to enforce 
in the average individual the dictates bf honor 
and good faith. 

Third—A condition of industry and trade 
which offers fair reward to those who engage 
in these pursuits. 

Fourtb—A iawful currency or money stand- 
ard endowed. im the highest possible degree 
with the quality of unvarying or uniform 
value. : 

The general danger to the commercial sys- 
tem in its use lay chiefly in the tendency to 
raise prices, encourage speculation, and create 

ppearance of prospérity often delusive. 
When this tendency had ‘free course, credits 
were multiplied, new and not always needed 
enterprises were developed, prices generally 
advanced, the rate of interest was temptingly 
remunerative, and the wages of labor ruled 


‘high. But every movement so inaugurated, if 


pot interfered with by accidental circum- 
stances, came sooner or later into collision 
with limits which it cannot pass, and by a shock 
more or less severe and disastrous the com- 
munity was again brought into obedience to 
these laws which it bad thus biindly endeav- 
ored to supersede. That the present ‘was 
such a reactionary period seemed plain. 
A little more than a year ago the disclosure of 
shocking faithliesnese in certain men conspicu- 
ously active in the very centre of credit influ- 
ences, bankers of long experience, in whose 
name the country had come to place great 
confidence, produced a widespread digtrust. 
It was the interfering of circumstances, of 
shameful circumstances, which put an abrupt 
end to an advancing movement, or possibly 
precipitated a reaction which had alrpady be- 
gun. Confidence, the basis of oredit, was lost 
from the mind of both the lender and the bor- 
rower, the seller and the buyer. The credit 
class made hasty efforts to realize upon all 
questionabie claims, and the most capable of 
the debtor class were urgent to bring their lia- 
bilities into narrower and safer limits. In this 
voluntary and forced liquidation prices of all 
commodities were reduced and great losses 
were suffered. But, happily, it seemed proba- 
ble that this losing process had near- 
reached its end. Yet at this very 
industrial credit system 
because tie course 
of Government action in the continued coin- 
age of silver was rapidly tending towards a sil- 
ver basis. He would not anticipate discussion 
on this point, but would say be thought the 
immediate repeal of the Silver Coinage act 
would be most timely. 

Reierring to betrayals of trust by those hav- 
ing great financial responsibility, Mr. Gage 
said: 

“The several disastrous bank failures re- 
corded within two years past have nearly all 
ocourred through the inexcusable ignorance, 
the appailing recklesness, or the deep crimi- 
nality.of those whose duty it was to administer 
intelligently and honéstiy their solemn trusts. 
Whether the remedy lies in a more thorough 
supervision by Government agency, whether 
added punitive legislation is needful—what, in 
short, is the true way toward reform?—are ques- 
dons which lie within the legitimate scope of 
your inquiry. It is certain that your own in- 
terest involves the careful consideration of 
these grave problems; and itis a duty which 
the public may rightly expect you to under-

The effect of 
these measures would be to utilize silver or its 
representative certificates, not only for ali sub- 
sidiary purposes, but for semi-subsidiary or 
domestic circulation, and thus make it the 
pocket money of the people. This would pro- 
vide a safe sphere for the employment of the 
entire $210,000,000 of standard dollars, just as 
we now safely employ the subsidiary coinage.

The question 
came up in another form this afternoon and 
was again discussed in a manner which 
indicated that the convention considered it 
one of great importance. Another roli-call re- 
sulted in sixty votes for the forty-cighth and 
eighteen for the seventh standard, demonstrat- 
ing a great change of mind on the part of the 
delegates. A resolution providing that when 


| the convention shall complete its present work 


it adjourn to some date in April next, 
so that should Congress and the President ac- 
cept the Coustitution with some changes as to 
details the convention can then meet such 
emergency as may arise, was adopted. 
An effort was made by a few of the deie- 
gates, led by Mr. McCallum, to Strike 
out the words “under God” in the 
motto selected. Under God the people rule,” 
but it failed by a vote of sixty-eight to ten. 
A proposition was lost to incorporate in the 
preamble an argument setting forth Dakota's 
right to Statebood under the ordinance 
of 1787 providing for the admission of new 
States trom the Northwest Territory when the 
population should reach 60,000 and under the 


‘treaty with France ceding Louisiana to the 


United States, which stipulated that the people 
of the territory ceded should be placed on an 
equal footing with citizens of States al- 
ready admitted, and moreover by res- 
son cf laws of Congress sxtending 
the terms of the ordinance of 1787 
to the area included in the Louisiana purcbase. 
The convention did not mean to disavow 
the above claims, but simply believed that 
their presentation should be left for the 
address which will be made to the Prest- 
dent and Congress. A4 resolution provid- 
ing for printing 100,000 copies of the 
Constitution in English and 10,000 each in the 
German and Scandinavian languages was 
adopted. This evening the report of the Com- 
mittee on Education relating to the investment 
of the school fund occupied the attention of 
the convention. The plan finally adopted fixes 
the interest on school moneys at 6 
per cent and provides for apportioning the 
fund among the several counties, the latter to 
become responsible for principal and interest, 
and to invest the money in farm mortgages 
and school, State, and United States bonds. 
School lands are to be sold on the following 
terms: one-fourth in cash, one-fourth cto be 
paid in five years, one-fourth in ten 
years, and one-fourth in fifteen years. Pro- 
vision is made for the payment of the principal 
at any time if one year’s additional interest is 
paid in advance. The convention has now 
considered nearly all the reports, and it is 
very probable that the eutire work will be 
finished this week.

COLLECTOR SEEBERGER’S INTENTIONS. - 

Mr. A. F. Seeberger, the newly-appointed 
Collector of Customs, returned trom Washine- 
ton yesterday mornmg. As bis return was not 
generally known he enjoyed a respit from the 
importunities of the ofliceseeker which, how- 
ever, are sure to be felt by bim from now on. 
Mr. Seeberger stated that bis appointment in 
itself had not been unexpected, but he had 
been taken by surprise at its being made now 
and not nearer to the end of Mr. Spaiding’s 
term. He had, in fact, been invited to come 
to Washington with regard to the appointment 
and had then been informed that 
Mr. Spalding’s successor wus to 
be settled upon during this month. 
During Maron he bad understood that the Ad- 
ministration was inclined to let Mr. Spaiding 
finish bis term. What had changed the views 
of the Administration be dia not kuow, but be 
desired to state most emphatically that the re- 
moval of Mr. Spalding was not due to any act 
of his. He had simply gone to Washington to 


protect himself. While in Washington he had 


been asked some questions with regard to 
candidates tor the positions still to be filled, 
but had not championed anybody in particular. 
Ail be had done was to give the Administration 
such information as he could give and to do 
that without prejuaice or preference for any- 
boagy. Of course he could not tell who 
was likely to be appointed. As far as 
he was concerned be was in no hurry to take 
Mr. Spalding's place, but he wouid be 

by the wishes of his superiors. He shouid 
want a week or two at least to arrange his own 
affairs before taking hold of ‘the office, and be- 
sides he wanted to give the outgoing Collector 
ali the time be wanted to prepare for the trans- 
fer. The appointments he would have to make 
after taking charge would of couse be bestowed 
on none but Democrats. He couid hardiy be 
expected to do otherwise. At the same time 
he would not like to be understood 
that he intended to make a clean sweep.

sion there will be found many contradictory - 


and absurd reasons, but back of all these is 
the popular disinclination to place the cur- 
rency of the country where its expansion or 
contraction will be in the exclusive power of 
the banks. This is the point toward which 
the bankers should direct all their guns. Just 
here is the chief strength of the opposition to a 
suspension of the.coinage, but in the Bankers’ 
Convention this phase of the matter received 
scarcely any consideration. So long as this 
objection is not met it will be useless to pre- 
sent learned essays concerning standards of 
valye and the alleged necessity of monomet- 
allism. The greenback issue is limited by 
law to a certain amount, and the banks prac- 
tically control the gold coinage as well as the 
National-bank notes. The silver dollar is the 
only kind of money whose issue is entirely 
independent of the banks. Now, when the 
bankers make a concerted attack on the only 
kind of money whose volume is not under 
their control their action naturally excites 
popular suspicion, and the chief difficulty in 
the way of securing a suspension of the sil- 
ver coinage is in allaying this feeling of dis- 
trust. The arguments made in the Bankers’ 
Convention do not tend in that direction. 

It would not be difficult to secure a suspen- 
sion of the silver coinage if the immediate 
result would not be to give all control over 
the volume of the currency into the hands of 
the banks. The leading advocates of the 


| remonetization of silver admitted then, as 


they do now, that the coinage could not be 
continued as a permanent policy unless the 
cobperation of at least two of the leading 
European nations was secured. Hence many 
of the strongest advocates of remonetization 
now hold, in entire harmony with their 
former views, thata temporary suspension 
of the coinage would be prudent. Still the 
public mind is not prepared for ‘‘a war on 
silver” with a view to its demonetization, 
nor are the people disposed to increase the 
power of the banks over the currency. There 
will be strong opposition to an experiment 
that will result in giving the banks exclusive 
control over the volume of money even for a 
time. This is the real strength of the oppo- 
sition to the suspension, and unfortunately it 
isan objection that the bankers have not 
seen fit to meet. 


THE NEW YORK REPUBLICAN CON- 
VENTION. 

Under the new basis of representation 
fixed upon at the late meeting of the State 
Committee the largest Republican conven- 
tion that has ever met in New York has 
nominated its candidates and adopted its 
platform with remarkable unanimity and a 
heartiness of enthusiasm that foretells vic- 
tory. Never before has a convention had so 
large a field of. candidates to choose from. 
No less than twenty names were mentioned, 
and on the first ballot thirteen of them were 
voted for. Here certainly was a rich oppor- 
tunity for wire-pulling and combining, and 
under ordinary circumstances a long and 
hotly-contested fight might have been ex- 
pected. The unanimity, however, with 
which the convention settled upon Mr. 
Davenport, who had not been promi- 


nently mentioned, and whose name 


did not appear among those who 
were supposed to be nearest to the 
prize, is of itself eloquent testimony to the 
absence of all machine dictation and factional 
combinations. It was not a convention of 
politicians. As the Buffalo Commercial Ad- 
vertiser says: For once New York sees a 
„political convention without a ‘ slate,’ with- 
out a ‘machine,’ Federal or State, without a 
‘“‘eut-and-diried platform. It is an open, go- 
‘*as-you-please council of the Republicans of 
„New York.” Even the mugwump New 
York Times has to say: Our dispatches indi- 


**eate that the general feeling is so strongly | 


against the revival of old disputes as to 
„make the prediction of harmony in spirit 
and in action a safe one. Animated by 
„such commendable purposes, the prospect 
is that the convention will present to the

Fame CASHIERS AND TELLERS. 


The American Bankers’ Association, set 
apart as a topic for special discussion Ex- 
tradition Laws and Their Defects.” Of 
course, bankers are not interested more 
than other citizens in the laws for the 
apprehension of ordinary fugitives 
justice, but when it comes to defaulters and 
embezziers they are in a position to point out 
the defects of the existing extradition ma- 
chinery and insist strongly on the needed 
changes, It is singular that the banks have 
not taken concerted action in regard to this 
matter long ago. Under the present extra- 
dition laws asylums of safety are provided 
for embezzlers and defaulters, and the im- 
munity which rogues of this class can find 
in Canada forms a constant temptation to 
cashiers, tellers, and other. persons intrusted 
with the handling of money. The recent 
flight of the swindling wwnship trustees in 
Indiana and the squabble over Defaulter 
Brainerd may well serve as texts for dis- 
cussion in the Bankers’ Association. 

Fugitive cashiers and tellers who cross the 
Canadian border are not only secure from 
punishment, but they appear to become at 
once persons of considerable importance. In- 
dividuals of this class who have had bust 
ness troubies” in the United States find Can- 
ada the most attractive of resorts. Such, for 
instance, was the experience of Defaulter 
Brainerd, who ruined a trust company at St. 
Albans, Vt., and on escaping to Canada 
found his liberty guarded with the utmost 
zeal by the Canadian officials, who were de- 
termined that under no circumstances should 
he be returned to the United States to answer 
for his crime, Nearly all the American 
colony in Canada are persons who brought 
money into the country,” and, having the dis- 
position to spend their stealings with a free 
hand, they have done much to ‘stimulate 
business in the northern resort. An ordi- 
nary rogue accused of simple robbery or burg- 
lary can find no sanctuary in Canada, which 
extends its protecting power only over de- 
fauiters and embezziers. The evil of so 
secure and tempting a resort, within easy 
reach of the chief commercial centres of the 
Union, is one that should not be patiently 
endured. A reform of the extradition laws is 
in order, and the Bankers’ Association may 
properly emphasize the demand. 

The apparent disposition of the Canadians 
to regard embezzlers as valuable acquisitions 
will stand in the way of any reform of the 
laws. ‘These rogues have taken millions of 
dollars to Canada, and the Canadians may 
object to cutting off this source of revenue. 


Nor do the Canadians fear that the fugitives 


in Canada will repeat the rascalities that 
caused them to flee from the United States. 


Once in Canada they are deprived of the 


temptation that assailed them in this country 
and have no place of refuge left. Hence it 
is found that American embezzlers who en- 


gage in business in Canada conduct all their 


operations with a scrupulous regard for the 
laws of the Dominion. Canadian sentiment 
is largely in their favor, and a strong infiu- 
ence will be brought to bear to defeat any 
change that will bring American embezzlers 
within the extradition treaty. Fortunately, 
however, the treaty was made with England 
and not with Canada, and it may be possible 
to convince the English statesmen that it is 
an injustice for that country to maintain a 
safe and secure asylum for American de- 
faulters. Let the Bankers’ Association em- 
phasize the demand for a change of the ex- 
tradition laws. 
THE FIFTH DISTRICT BOLT. 

The refusal of the Counties of McHenry 
and Boone to take part in the convention in 
the Fifth District was not warranted by any 
circumstance connected with that gathering. 
Their menace to nominate an opposition can- 
didate is unwise and un-Republican. . Mr. 
Hopkins was fairly nominated, and is the 
choice of the large majority of Republicans 
in the district. Of the forty-nine delegates 
he had thirty-five, five-sevenths of the whole 
number, and such an emphatic majority as 
this ought to have dominated the action of 
the whole convention, whatever may have 
been the preference of the fourteen dele- 
gates from McHenry and Boone. Without 
regard to local prejudices or jealousies, the 
emphasis of the majority against them should 
have settled the matter, and they should 
have given the nominee their support. The 
Fifth District is the banner Republican dis- 
trict of this country.

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the lower court to the jury, Buddensiek’s 
counsel at last found a quibble which they 
thought would hold, and it did. The coun- 
sel for the prosecution had offered in evyi- 
dence a brick with good, firm mortar stoutly 
clinging to it, in contrast with another brick 
covered with Buddensiek’s mud, which had 
no tenacity at all. His counsel made the 
point that no testimony had been introduced 
by the prosecution to show who made the 
brick, who made the good mortar, and how 
and why the mortar was good! Oa this 
point Judge Van Brunt ruled that, as this 
good brick and mortar were introduced with- 
out the testimony of experts, the jury theni- 
selves had to act as but, as the jury 
were not experts, it wa the presumption of 
the law that they drew wrong conclusions, 
and, consequently, the brick and mortar 
should not have been ~ccepted as evidence. 
Upon this miserable quibble the stay of exe- 
cution of sentence was issued by the Judge. 
It is the despair of obtaining justice in our 
courts that, whenever a quibble is raised, the 
presumptions of the law are always in favor 
of the criminal. ‘They are never in favor of 
the criminal’s prosecutors, : They never lean 
to the side of justice. Technicalities are 
never discovered but that the courts at once 
sustain them by strict constructions of the 
law, instead of wiping them out upon the 
broader ground of sense and equity. It is 
always supposed that the higher courts are to 
take broad and equitable views and not tie 
themselves down to the petty and far-fetched 
constructions which govern the action of 
lower courts, In this case the presumption 
in fayor of Buddensiek was made after the 
man had been found guilty. It was not nec- 
essary to have offered the brick and mortar 
in evidence at all. He was convicted by his 
own bricks and mud, which needed no ex- 
pert testimony,.by the falling walls, and by 
the testimony of his victims. The evidence 
was superfluous. If the lower court had 


throw it out entirely the man would have 


still stood convicted by irrefragable testi- 
mony. 

It is no defense of the court’s ruling to say 
that the law is responsible for it. So long 
as the man was convicted by evidence to 
which no exception can be taken why should 
the. whole trial be thrown over because addi- 
tional and unnecessary evidence was offered ? 
There was testimony enough, and more than 
enough, that was not questioned to send him 
to the penitentiary. The court which could 
make such a ruling is building up structures 
in law as flimsy and rotten as Buddensiek’s 
houses. Instead of surrounding criminals 
with strong walls made of good legal brick 
and mortar through which they cannot break, 
it is building up barriers full of opportanities 
for escape and 80 flimsy that they can be 
pushed over with a touch. The mud-build- 
er's counsel has found a mud-ruling court. 
It is this kind of mud-law which engenders 
mob-law—mud-law for rich scoundrels, good 
mortar-law for the poor. 


IS DONOVAN OFFENSIVE? 

Postmaster Judd smiled complacently when 
informed that the Postmaster-General in- 
tended to investigate the case of that active 
partisan, Harry Donovan, with a view to re- 
quire him to resign his position as Superin- 
tendent of Letter-Carriers or retire from the 
Presidency of the Young Democracy organi- 
gation. Mr. Judd knows a thing or two 
about offensive partisans and 1s free to state 
that he stands in no dread of an investigation. 
In several particulars Mr. Judd has the ad- 
vantage of the enthusiastic but indiscreet 
Aguila Jones. He knows vastly more about 
the Civil-Service law, and if he entertains 
any contempt for the regulations he keeps 
such sentiments to himself. Why, then, 
should he nat fare as well or better than 
Aquila Jones and be able to prove that he 
harbors no offensive partisans? Mr. Judd 
knows that the matter of offensive partisan- 
ship is one of taste and not of law, and in 
appéal to the President he may confidently 
expect to prove that a party manipulator and 
hard worker like Donovan is void of all of- 
tense. 

A Republican Postmaster or other official 
who would act as President of a party club 
could expect no mercy. He would be sum- 
marily disposed of as a partisan of the most 
offensive class. If Donovan were a Repub- 
lican and attempted to hold a place in the 
Post-Office and at the same time act as the 
boss of a political club, the order for his re- 
moval would probably be sent by telegraph 
from Washington as soon as the facts were 
discovered; but as he is a Democrat the situ- 
ation is entirely changed. It should be un- 
derstood that the matter of offensive parti- 
sanship does not come within the jurisdiction 
of the Civil-Service Commission; it is not a 
question of law or official regulation, but de- 
pends on the taste of the President and his 
subordinates in the Cabinet. The Civil- 
Service Commissioners cannot remove any- 
body for a violation of the rules as to parti- 
sanship, but the question whether an official 
is offensive in this respect must go to the 
Cabinet officers, who decide it according to 
their taste in such matters.

THE SLAV OUTBREAK, 


The situation of affairs fh Eastern Europe 


is critical. The Sick Man's symptoms are 
decidedly worse. Surface indications point 
to his approaching demise and a speedy ad- 
ministration upon bis property. The com- 
plication in which he has become involved 
through the union of Bulgaria and Roumelia 
is now still further increased by an uprising 
of Albanians against his authority, a move- 
ment of the Servians to get back their old 
territory, and an agitation in Macedonia 
which may lead to revolt. Greece is looking 
for an extension of her territory to the north- 
ward and Austria is about ready to annex 
the Provinces of Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
over which she has maintained a protectorate 
since the meeting of the Berlin congress. 
The nucleus of all this agitation is the 
union of Roumelia and Bulgaria. It was in 
every respect a natural one. The majority 
of the people of Roumella are Bulgarians 
and Christians. Identical in race, religion, 
and language, it is not strange that they 
have at last come together, There was also 
a sympathy between them born of common 
suffering at the hands at the unspeakable 
Turk.“ Both provinces suffered terribly 
during the war with Russia. Their villages 


were burned, thousands of them were mas- 


sacred, hundreds of their women were out- 
raged by the Turks, and thousands more fled 
from the country to escape their brutalities. 
The success of the union will arouse all the 
other provinces, and unless the Great Powers 
intervene Turkey will either have to give up 
a large portion of her territory or fight Bul- 
garia, Roumelia, Servia, Albania, and Greece. 

She has already apnealed to the signatory 
Powers, but will they help her? Clearly 
enough the treaty has been disregarded in 
this union. The thirteenth and fifteenth 
articles read as follows: 

There is formed to the south of the Balkans 
a province which will take the nameof Eastern 
HKoumelis, and whieh ¢bail remain under the 
direct military and political authority of his 
Imperial Majesty, the Sultan, subject to condi- 
tions of administrative autonomy. It shall 
have a Christian Governor-General. 

His Majesty the Sultan shall have the right 
to provide for the defense of the iniand and 
maritime frontiers of the province by raising 
fortifications on these frontiers and by keeping 
troops there. Internal order shall be main- 
tained in HBastern Roumelia by a native gen- 
darmerie, assisted by a local militia. 

The sixteenth article also authorizes the 
Sultan to send troops into Roumelia to pro- 
tect his authority from external or internal 
attack, after making a statement of the rea- 
sons to the Ambassadors of the Powers. The 
Sultan has already done this, and, it is now 
announced, will endeavor to retake the prov- 
ince by force of arms, Will the Powers in- 
tervene? Russia certainly will not, as there 
can be no doubt that she is behind the scenes 
and arranged the revolution. Germany is 
not likely to, for the Prince of Bulgaria is 
German in his sympathies and a nephew of 
the Grand Duke of Hesse. England is not 
likely to. If the Tories should favor such 
a policy they would be overwhelmingly de- 
feated at the forthcoming election, especially 
since the recent rejection of the English 
proposition for an alliance by the Turks. It 
is not Itkely that France will take any posi- 
tion favorable to Turkey unless the other 
Powers do, Again, it Russia, Austria, and 
Germany decline to help Turkey enforce her 
rights under the treaty, it is improbable that 
England will do anything. If the Powers 
therefore leave the matter alone Turkey will 
lose her provinces. She cannot stand up 
against the combination that would be made 
against her. The affair, however, is one 
which cannot admit of much delay, and we 
shall soon see how much binding force there 
is in the treaty ef Berlin, which at the time 
was considered such a triumph for Disraeli. 
There may be some formal protests, but it 


looks as if the power of the corrupt and brutal 


Turk had been at last broken.

The impression 
sought to be conveyed to the publi is that the 
rising in Roumelia was wholly spontaneous, 
and that the appeal. to the Prince 
of Bulgaria to annex tbe country was 
a natural cry for aid, inasmuch as 
three-quarters of the inbabitants of Eastern 
Roumelia are Bulgarians; but in Oriental poli- 
tics no great movement bas its initiative in the 
spontaneity of the common people, and the 
Bulgarians of Roumelia, however they may 
have been oppressed by dual Governpents and 
taxes, would hardly have turned for relief to 
the Battenberg princeling who was lately set 
upon the throne of Bulgaria. It is also incon- 
ceivable that Prince Alexander, on his own 
motion, would bave thrown down the glove to 
Turkey. The country he has annexed lies 
‘between his principality and Constentinople 
and stretches almost to the gates of that 
Capital. Between it and Bulgaria there are 
the Balkan Mountains, which can easily be 
made an impassable barrier to a hostile army. 
Between it and Constantinople there is no 
military obstacle. Prince Alexander, before 
he was the ruler of Bulgaria, was a 
German soldier, and is. now a Prus- 
sian Major-General. He knows, and every 
subaltern in bis army knows, that if Turkey 
choose to fight, and be were tUnsupperted, he 
could no more seize Roumelia than be could 
seize Stamboul. If it were only a question of 
driving the Bulgarian pretender and his army 
out of Roumelia the Sultan would not besitate 
a moment. but he does not know with bow 
many of the Powers he would have to reckon, 
and, therefore, he temporizes and appeais. 

As to the attitude of the Central European 
Powers toward Prince Alexander, it may be 
summed updo this: ** Now that you have gone 
and done it, it is all right; but, for God's sake, 
don’t say that we told you.” The moderation 
of the British newspapers in discussing the 
Roumelian affamr is a source of surprise 
and great gratificanon to the officials at 
St. Petersburg. They believe now that 
Great Britain will never take up the cudgel 
against Prince Alexander, and they are dis- 
posed to attribute this partly to the fact that 
his next brother, Prince Henry of Battenberg, 
has just been admitted to the charmed circle 
of English royalty by his marriage to Princess 
Beatrice. 

BESET BY TWO CLIQUES. 

‘The Sultan, as was the Czar during the Af- 
ghan excitement, is beset by two cliques—a 
military and a diplomatic. The former's ad- 
vice is an instant march on Eastern Roumelia, 
but this was not adopted by the Porte. The 
Sultan telegraphed to Bismarck for advice. 
The answer was oracular, advising the Turks 
to beware of casting petroleum on the flames. 
The Porte next telegrapbed to the Powers 
which signed the Berlin treaty, but be has not 
yet received a singie answer. The fires on the 
available ironclade are banked and transpor- 
‘tation is ready for reinforcements to Adrian- 
ople, where there are only 7,000 troops in gar- 
rison. But nothing will be done er- 
actly of a military nature until 
the Powers have been heard from. Rumors 
abound about risings in Crete and Albania, but 
there is nothing to verify these, and if they ex- 
ist they ure clearly local.

At a meeting of the Grain Trade Association 
in London today resolutions were passed de- 
nounc the deficiency in the out-turns of 
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were frightened away, but enough new hands 
came and took their places to do all the 
work that the company wanted done. On 
Sawyer street about 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing two men were going to their 
work when suddenly they were set upon by 
half a dozen Poles and beaten. One man. a 
roller, while going to work about 7 o'clock this 
morning, becoming. alarmed at the threats of 
some of the Poles, drew a revolver and fired 
it several times, doing no harm, however. 
He was given a wide berth and went on about 
his business. At the Bessemer Steel Works 
about twenty-five Poies and Bohemians gather- 
ed, armed with clubs. At T o'clock some d- 
teen men came to the gates to go to work. The 
strikers closed in around them to prevent their 
gaining an entrance, but some of the police on 
duty there opened a path for the workmen to 
enter. So strong was the impression that 
trouble was likely to ensue and possibly 
a conflict take place with the  strik- 
about noon the entire re- 
serye police were ordered to Newburg. 
At 3 o’olock the leaders of the strikers were 
holding a secret meeting. It was rumored that 
an immediate movement would be made on 
the mills and the men driven out. At this 
time 2,000 excited strikers were gath- 
ered around their headquarters, on 
Water street, clamoring for a raid 
on the works. Stones were thrown into the 
buildings and several workmen hit. About 4 
o'clock the workmen began to come out ot the 
different milla. They were greeted with groans 
and curses, but a stroug guard of 
police prevented open violence. Halt an 
hour later alarming reports were received 
from the wire mills, where the great riot took 
place last July. A squad of police under 
command of Chief Schmitt hurried thither 
and found that their services were needed. 
A howling mob had gathered at this point, 


and stones and clubs were flying through 
the air, and pandemonium reigned. The police 
charged the crowd and it scatiered. The ob- 
ject of the strikers’ wrath was found to be an 
old man who lay on the sidewalk groaning and 
covered with blood. <A knife was clutched 
in bis band. He had been assaulted by 


the mob and would have been killed 
| but for the interference of the police. The 
| feeling of bitterness among the strikers is 


growing, and further troubie is apprebended, 


| though the mob has so far exhibited a whoie- 


some respect for the police, whose billies they 


| Jearned to fear during the earlier days of the 


strike. 

OLEVELAND, O., Sept. 23,—Rumors were 
afloat this morning that workmen had been as- 
saulted and stoned while going to the mille in 
the Ward Bighteen. Upon communicating 
with Superintendent-of-Police Schmitt it was 
learned that nothing of the kind had occurred. 
He is at the Seventh Precinct with a heavy de- 
tail of patrolmen, and a detachment of officers 
is also being held in readiness for an emer- 
gency at the central station. Superintendent 
Schmitt says that about the same number of 
men are at work in the milis this morning as 
during yesterday, cxcept, perhaps, in the wire- 
mill, where the force is considerably smaller. 
A large crowd of the idle strikers are about 
the works, and at times angry discussions 
arise among them, though thus far they have 
refrained from interfering with the men who 
are at work. Last night the houses of two 
workmen were nearly demolished by the strik- 
ers, but no one was hurt.

THE CONNECTICUT INDEPENDENTS. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 23.—/Special,}— 
After waiting three weeks the leaders of the 
Independent Republican party in this State re- 
plied to the open letter from Judge Harrison, 
Chairman of the Republican State Central 
Committee, inquiring on which side they lu- 
tend to act in the future. Their reply is plain- 
ly an avowal that they desire to remain purely 
independent and not ally themselves with either 
of the great political parties. They say that 
they do not regard the removal of certain 
prominent officehoiders who were well known 
as Republican managers as objecuon- 
able tor the very reason that 
they were political managers. It is 
admitied, however, that they do not wholly 
approve the character of the appointments by 
President Cleveland to fili those offices, nor do 
they wholly approve the changes made in the 
subordinate positions, but they lay the biame. 
on the new officials—on individuals, rather 
than on the Administration. The letter die- 
cusses these points at some length and réaches 
the conclusion that, while mistakes have been 
made, the Independents have not thus far 
found oause for serious dissatisfaction with 
President Cieveland. Continuing, the letter as- 
serts that it was not for civil-service reform rea- 
sons that the Independents withdrew from the 
Republican ranks iast fall, but solely because 
they could not indorse Mr. Biaine. Regarding 
the future course of the Independents the let- 
ter says: We can only say that we cannot 
forecast our future political action until the 
attitude of parties as expressed by their plat- 
forms and candidates has been more cieariy 
defined. Then our choice will be governed, 
not by the name under which the party acts, 
but by our judgment as to which promises 
most to the cause of honest administration 
and sound politics.” The letter is signed by 
Profs. Simeon E. Baldwin and Henry N. Farna- 
bam and Messrs. T. R. Bacon and Morris F. 
Tyler, all of New Haven.

The first shot proved inef- 
fectual, as the wind drove the line to the leeward 
of the wreck, but at the ‘next shot the line was 
landed squarely in the rigging and was quickly 
hauled taut and made fast to the foremast of the 
vessel. The breeches-buoy was then sent 
out and the shipwrecked crew - safely 
brought -ashore amid the cheers of hundreds 
of people who had been summoned to the beach by 
the booming of the cannon. As the tow was bound 
here to load coal for Ohicago, the Noyes is light 
and consequently isin more danger of going to 
pieces.

MORTAR AND PESTLE. 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE PHARMACSUTISTS’ CON- 
VENTION—TRADE INTERESTS DISOUSSED. 

The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association Con- 
vention reassembied at Battery D Armory yes- 
terday. 

F. T. Prentice, President of the Wisconsin 
Association, invited the Illinois Association to 
be present at its meeting next year. 

H. Lecanon of Braidwood, Chairman of the 
Committee on Trade Interests, presented its 
report. It refers to the general stagnation of 
trade for the last tweive months. While the 
drug business has not suffered as much 
a other branches of trade, still it 

been less active than usual. It 
has not offered a fleld for speculation, but has 
proven a good one for honest investment dur- 
ing the last five years. The prices of all drugs 
have gravitated to hard-pan figures, and such 
drugs as quinine and opium are lower than at 
any time during the last twenty years. Ref- 
erence is made to the Cheap John method 
of drawing custom—an ulcer from which even 
thé druggist has not escaped. The retailing 
by jopbing houses is detrimental to the retail 
trade. The latter has a right to demand that 
the wholesale houses should not retail goods 
and ought to boy cott those who engage in such 
business. It is impossible for the retailer to 
compete with those from whom he buys. The 
rebate system is considered inimical to the re- 
tailer’s interest and they should form an asso- 
ciation against it. The failure of the Campion 
pian to keep up the prices of patent medicines 
was referred to in a sarcastic vein. The com- 
mittee favored a pian for publisb- 
ing the formulas of patent medicines 
for the benefit of the public. Insurance rates 
was referred to as unjust and arbitrary. They 
were tired of paying for the palatial Saildines 
and large salaries of insurance companies. 
When druggists did a legitimate liquor bus 


ness they were opposed to a local liquor tax, 


but apy other mode of trade should have fuil 
dram-shop rates imposed. 

Peter Van Scnaack, Chatrman of the delega- 
tion from the National Whojesale Druggists’

WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH LO? 


An audience numbering several bundred 
was present in the First Congregational Church 
last night to listen to an address upon the In- 
Gian question by Gen. 8. Armstrong. Principal 
of the Hampton School, Virginia. The speak- 
er began by stating phat his object in coming 
here was to create an interest in favor of the 
Indian and to stir up a more general thinking 
in reference to the subject. The most imme 
diate need was legislation. The Gov 
ernment doesn’t make good schools, and 
doesn’t take good care of the Indians, 
and the result of the policy of leaving them 
alone is shown today by so many being stil in 
a Savage state. In ten years the Indians will 
have no reservations. The Indian lines are be- 


ing constantly encroached upon by the whites, - 


and it only awaits acertain amount of pressure 
when their entire lands will be occupied. This 
pressure is not a malicious one, but the resuit 
of progressive and irresigstibie American enter- 
prise. The queston then is, Where is the 
remedy? The Indian should be pianted—he 
should be made stable. At present bis most 
distinctive charucteristic is instability. The 
question for the Government to consider is 
whether we shail educate the Indians or they 
shall educate themselves. The Government 
makes treaties to provide for bim for a certaia 
time, but the law of Congress is inoperative. 
Now the educated Indian returns to his reser- 
vation andis shot. The murderer pays his 
penalty of five ponies and the affair 
results in a family vendetta. What 
the Indians want is a law among Indians. The 
general management of the Indians is poor; 
the strong bands get food, the weak ones 
starve. At the Hampton School there are 140 
and at Carlisle 500. Of the first twenty In- 
dians who were sent to Hampton and who had 
been imprisoned in Florida for participation in 
a most bloodthirsty massacre, eleven turned 
out well and eventually joined the church. 
That was the foundation of the Indian schools. 
At present they found no trouble in teaching 
them. They soon fall into the habit of dis- 
cipline and are trained, especially in neatness, 
with satisfactory results. The more they 
learn the more they wanttolearn. They have 
good minds and strong memories. They are 
quick to learn, but slow to execute. This is 
the result of their previous barbarism, whicn 
educates the legs, while civilization uses the 
arms and bands. Their beaith is their 
weak point: they are strong only in their 
native condition. They are not revengeful; 

he bas bad charge of them seven years and 
found no symptoms of such a disposition. Un- 
truthfulness is hot one of their vices. They 
are very religious, and don’t get it, by fits like 
the negroes. They love the Bible ause the 
stories sre true, und show no interest in any 
which are not. A great trouble is their want 
of opportunity” to get work. They have 
achieved very satisfactory results in making 
shoes, tinware, harness, etc. Of the 175 who 
bave been sent hack not one has turned ren- 
egade. The movement is being pushed, and in 
helping the Indians to build up their manhood 
and womanhood we may atone for a century of 
dishonor.

THE STOREY WILL CASE. 


THE SUPREME COURT REFUSES TO ORDER 
JUDGE KNICKERBOCKER TO ADMIT THE 
WILL OF 1879 TO PROBATE— UNENDING 
LITIGATION LOOKED FOR. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 23.—[Special.]|—A 
decision was filed by the Supreme Court today 
in the Clerk's office in the Storey will case 
which will be a disappointment to Mrs. Storey 
in that the court declines to enter into the 
merits of the case, notwithstanding a vast 
amount of papers and documents has been 
filed by the attorney with the hope of getting a 
decision on the merits in sdvance by this 
court. The decision recites that before either 
will was filed in the Probate Court 
Anson L. Storey, the Sth day ot No- 
vember, 1884, presented bis petition to that 
court alleging that Wilbur F. Storey bad died 
intestate and asking that Austin L. Patterson 
be appointed administrator, and with this peti- 
ton was presented a paper signed by all the 
heirs-at-law agreeing to the appointment of 
Patterson. But the llth of the same month 
the will of August, 1879, was filed in the Pro- 
bate Court. Mrs. Storey resisted the petition 
of Anson L. Storey and the other heirs, and 
then came into court and asked that the court 
probate the will of 1881, and on that the court 
heard the testimony and refused to admit the 


will to probate because he held that Storey 
was not of sound mind when he made the will 
of 1881. 

From this decision an appeal was taken to 
the Circuit Court. Application was made to 
the court to admit to probate the will of 1879, 
which was refused, whereupon Mrs. Storey by 
her attorneys asked the Supreme Court to 
grant & mandamus to compel the Provate 
Judge to admit the will of 1879. The Supreme 
Court now holds that there is no ground for a 
mandamus, because the court in refusing to 
admit the wiil to probate was simply exercising 
the discretion that is given it by the statute, 
thus allowing the litigation over the will of 
1881 to go On unhampered in the Circuit Court. 


A PROSPECT OF UNENDING LITIGATION. 

The will of February, 1881, was before Judge 
Knickervocker first, and he after hearing tes- 
timony refused to admit it to probate ona the 
ground ot Mr. Storey’s mental weakness, and 
an appeal was taken to the Circuit Court. Ap- 
plication was then made by Mrs. Storey’s law- 
yer to have that of 1379 admitted, and tbis also 
was denied Dec. 22, 1884. Judge Knicker- 
bocker said if any will dated subsequent to 
Feb. 1, 1881, were presented the court wouid 
immediately proceed to take evidence; he 
could not do so for an earlier one until the ap- 
peal was gotten rid of. 

The Supreme Court has seemingiy taken the 
position that the declination on the part of 
Judge Knickerbocker to probate the will of 
1879 is just and proper, and, indeed, the only 
course he could have taken. The court ap- 
pears to have thought that to do other- 
wise would be to throw the estate into a chaotic 
condition from which no lawyers or Jud¢es 
could extricate it, the proper course to pursue 
dem first to test to a final conciusion the will 
of 1881 before beginning on that of 1879. For 
it might happen otherwise that the will of 1881 
was declared good by the Supreme Court after 
that of 1879 bad been deciared good by the Pro- 
bate Court. As things stand now, it appears 
as if the litigauon may be endless. Tue ap- 
peal taken from Judge Koickerbocker’s re- 
fusal to probate the will of 1879 is still pending 
in the Circuit Court, and no time has been set 
for its bearing. When it will be disposed of in 
the Circuit and Supreme Courts is past finding 
out, but probabiy by the time that it does 
reach a finish a number of people now on 
earth are apt to be in Heaven. All efforts of 
counsel for the petitioner in the mandamus 
proceedings to hurry up matters have thus far 
met with defeat, but they will no doubt soon 
make another trial.

Sears’ suggestive letter. Judge Sabin has de- 
clared himself tired of hearing Chinese habeas 
corpus cases, and bas retired to Nevada in dis- 
gust. Upto the last few weeks the work of 
the custom-house officiais has been perfuncto- 
rily and shiftiesly done, while Judge Sawyer has 
roiled a whole treasure house of political cap- 
ital into Coroner O’Donnell’s hands by his de- 
cision allowing the Chinese to ap 
cases to the United States Supreme rt. It 
is so possible that these statements may be 
considered too general, and so probable that 
the true story of how the Chinese law has 
never been thoroughly appreciated in the East 
that it will not be labor lost to show exactly 
how things are nianaged. 
HOW THE SWINDLE IS WORKED. 

Any week day the passenger through the 
alley between the Appraiser’s building and the 
post-office may see a string of Chinamen lead- 


‘ing up to the door of a little room on the stoop 


of which sits a fat one-legged man with a 
crutch and within which are three clerks, an 
interpreter, anda Chinaman. Ninety-nine out 
of every hundred of the Chinese appearing 
before this bureau of examination can speak 
English, but the interpreter insists on earning 
bis wages and asks every applicant in Chinese 
for such details as those of nis age, name, and 
place of residence. In nearly every case the 
answer is given in English, but the interpreter 
„talks back to bim in Chinese, and the for- 
mality of transiation is insisted on. The facts 
being then secured, the interpreter reads them 
off in a loud voice sometting in this fashion: 

‘*C-h-a-n-g Chang, P-a-w Paw; Chang rav; 
Santa Rosa, 36. 

These particulars go down on a white form, 
a red form, and in arecord book. Then Chang 


Paw kicks his slippers off and is. jammed un- 
der a measuring rod by the record man, who 


calls out, ** Five feet fourand a half, brown, 
dark brown, scar on side of nose. Next.“ 

At the last word the one-legged manon the 
doorsill reaches out his crutch and yanks in 
another Chinaman, while the clerks fill out the 
bianks that show Chang Paw to be five teet 
four and one-baif inches in bight, to have 
brown eyes, dark complexion, and to be graced 
with a scar on his nose—a description by the 
way that would apply to 70 per cent of the vis- 
itors. He then gets the white form, called the 
** white tag.“ sigus bis name in the record 
book, and is bundled gut to the tune of Frs, 
while the next comer Undergoes the same pro- 
cess of examination. 

It should be understood that the method de- 
scribed above is that which is now in vogue, 
and that up to witbin the last few months the 
proceedings were of a much freer and easier 
nature. 

Five days after Chang Paw’s examination, 
say, the outgomg China steamer salls. Seated 
at a table which half bars the gangway plank 
are two custom-house officials with a bundle of 
red certificates before them. Each Chinaman 
has to pass this table, and on presenting his 
white tag he receives the correspondingiy- 
numbered red certificate, the question of right- 
ful ownership stopping there. At every ésail- 
ing a certain number of certificates is left un- 
called for. Prior to the discharge of the offi- 
cials who managed this part of the act, no one 
seems tod kuow what became of these left- 
overs; now they are pubiicly spixed and can- 
celed. 

HOW CHINAMEN ARE IMPORTED. 

The next and most important step is that of 
landing the Chinese. When the incoming 
steamer is docked the two Custom-House In- 
spectors and an interpreter go on board and 
corral all the Chinese passengers. There ars, 
let it be said, 600 of them, all very anxious to 
get on shore, the ship's officers are still more 
anxious to have them landed, and the officials 
are anxious to get the job off their hands, 
The ship's manifest is produced, the inspector 
calis off the first name, Ah Lee wriggies 
through the crowd and presents his certificate. 

* Ab Lee, 26, San Mateo, five feet three and 
one-quarter, dark-brown, high cheek-bones, 
moie on neck, reads out the inspector in a 
sing-song voice from the certificate. The hight 
is guessed at, the cheek-bones are always high, 
the eyes and complexion always dark-brown or 
brown, be says his name is Ah Lee, and, though 
the mole may have disappeared, the descrip- 
tion tallies near enough, and Ah Lee, grinning 
or serious, is passed down the gangplank to the 
dock, on which there is always a crowd of his 
chattering, yelling countrymen, So it goes on 
until some 400 of the Chinese have been landed. 
the 150 kept back bemg, say, ten who have no 
certificates, but who hope to prove previous 
residence; ten who hope to prove that they are 
merchants; 100 who say they are in transit to 
British Columbia; ten women, about whose 
morality there is a doubt; and twenty men, be- 
tween whose description and appearance there 
is such a startling divergence that it is appre- 
ciated even by the hurried officiais. This again, 
it must be understood, is the pian now adopted, 
that which was in force consisting simpiy of 
tne gentle exercise of the discretion of a single 
custom-house officer whether the passenger 
should land or no. 

ANOTHER CHAPTER OF FRAUD. 

The next act in the pleasant comedy is the 
disposalof the 150 who have been refused a 
landing. The 100 who declare they are in 
transit most probably inciude ninety who see 
no otner way to land and ten who are honestiy 
intending to reside in British Columbia. But 
if any of them or all of them want to land 
they can do so by furnishing a bond to return 
that shall be considered satisfactory to the 
Cuinese Coasulate. Of those so landing it is 
the exception to find any who return, the ryot 
generally binding himself to his bondsman to 
serve until the amount forferted is worked 
out. Ninety, perhaps, of the 100 sail for Vio- 
toria, aud eighty out of the ninety are after- 
ward smuggied@ across the border. There re- 
main the fifty who want to land at San Fran- 
cisco but cannot. That is, they cannot the 
same day the others do, but the 
next day the crowd of lawyers who 
make a living off this particular class 
of business appear with as many writs of 
habens corpus, the undertaking duly paid and 
a satisfactory bond duly filed. The fifty are 
then carted off to the United States District 
Court, and are disposed of in as quick order as 
a Federal court ever dieposes of anything.

J. L. Whit the President, in bis annual 
address made some pungent points about the 
enormous losses which the companies have 
sustained of late. He thought that the way to 
stop them was to enlighten people in regard to 
fires insurance. The free _go-easy 
companies, continued he, “are too lax in 
their instructions to local agents. They bid 
them write policies of every kind. They don't 
seem to care about bribes and things of that 
kind as long as they get their policies written. 
This course, together with the faulty legisia- 
tion in some States, tends to puta premium 
upon incendiarism. To his mind the way to 
pay local agents was to give them a commis- 
sion contingent upon the net earnings of the 
company, and thus secure their active cobp- 
eration. He thought that where the loss by 
fire was 50 per cent of the amount insured the 
loser should bear 10 per cent of the loss; when 
the loss was total the company should not be 
compelled to pay more than 85 percent. This, 
he claimed, would do away with every incen- 
tive to incendiarism. per measures were

H. P. Hubbell, State Agent of the Springfield 
Fire and Marine Insurance Company, read a 
paper on Loss Cycles in Insurance,”’ in which 
he argued that the law of periodicity applied to 
losses by fire as well as to sun-spots, storms, 
and earthquakes. During the last six years 
the losses by fire had increased 70 per cent. 
He thought that in 1884 they had reached the 
maximum and would gradually decrease and 
then come up again, Until another maximum 
was reached. 

The next paper was by J. C. Griffiths, State 
Agent of the Home Insurance Company, New 
York. His subject was Our Responsibility,” 
the burden of which he was rather inclined to 
put upon the companies. There were too 
many local and special agents, he claimed, and 
too heavy office expenses. Pubdiie hostility 
and adverse legislaon were caused by the 
sharp practices of adjusters. He thought 
that the person insured ought to make a 
sworn, statement of the value of 
his property and the extent of 
his loss. The next thing on the program was 
the discussion: “How can the incendiary 
joss be lessened?” A. W. Spaiding’s views 
were that the insured person should bear part 
of the loss and that a National Insurance Bu- 
reau should be established to collect statistics 
and have ageneral supervision of the business.
